Socceroos primed 
for final assault

t the same time 
Australian troops are 
being dispatched to wage 


war against terrorism, the 
Socceroos are embarking on a 
S&D mission of their own that 
will carry them deep behind 
enemy lines on the South 
American continent. 

Socceroos coach Frank Farina 
has assembled a squad of 22 play- 
ers with a match against France as 
its warm-up bout and World Cup 
‘qualification as the ultimate objec- 
tive. The World Cup will be held 
in Japan and South Korea midway 
through 2002, Farina and the 
Socceroos aim to be there. 

Soccer Australia chairman Tan 
Knop sounded —_ decidedly 
Churchillian at last Tuesday’s 
press conference when he unfold- 
ed Australia’s campaign to capture 
World Cup qualification against 
South America’ fifth-best nation, 
probably Uruguay or Colombia, 
next month, 

“This is a very important day 
for Australian soccer. This squad 
we're announcing is the strongest 
Australian squad ever assembled. 
It carries a great responsibility. 
The challenge to qualify will be 
immense and we have great confi- 
dence in these fine young men. 
‘They are outstanding, world class 
athletes, They carry the hopes and 
aspirations of Australian soccer 
with them,” Knop said. 

Farina, a three-time World Cup 
campaigner as a player, also made 
a point of saying, “This is the 
strongest Australian squad that’s 
ever been assembled.” 


So, we can safely assume it is 
(the best) and ready to kick butt. 

‘The qualifiers are scheduled for 
November 18 (MCG) and 25 
(away), but the South American 
Confederation (Conmebol) is 
pushing for later dates, because its 
qualifying competition doesn't 
finish until November 14. 

FIFA already allowed 
Conmebol to extend its qualifying 
deadline from November 11 to 
November 14 and now the federa- 
tion is further pushing FIFA to set 
November 21 and 28 as the desired 
dates, Knop revealed. 

“We've been contacted by 
FIFA. They're under immense 
pressure from the South American 
Confederation to have the games 
on November 21 and 28,” Knop 
said, 

“At this stage, they’re still on 
November 18 and 25, so let's keep 
our fingers crossed that FIFA will 
stand by its ruling (that all quali- 
fiers must be completed by 
November 25), because it’s in our 
best interest to play it that way,” he 
said. 

Farina agreed, but he took a dim 
view of Australia’s chances. 
“We've asked for November 18 
and 25, but the power of 
‘Conmebol is such that it has a lot 
more influence and when you're 
up against such a power you often 
don’t stand much of a chance. I 
don’t think we'll get any favors 
from FIFA,” Farina said. 

‘There’s the added problem that 
the European clubs may demand 
their players back, if they have to 
be away from their domestic com- 
petitions for too long. 

There’s also the vexed issue of 


FIFA wanting to restrict the num- 
ber of overseas-based players 
against France to one player per 
overseas club. 

It could leave Kewell out of the 
game in favor of Viduka. It would 
not affect Middlesbrough ‘keeper 
Schwarzer or Paul Okon now that 
Socceroos captain has been put on 
the transfer list by his (former) 
club. Both would be able to play. 
“T have been told by the club 
that it is in my best interest to look

R.Melor’s pathetically snide 
denigration of Canberra Cosmos, 
and by association soccer in the 
Canberra region, in your columns 
on 16/10/01, is both offensive and 
indicative of a new ‘low’ with 
regard to the perception of our 
sport in this country.

by the Cosmos on legal fees in 
order to have the first expulsion 
decision by Soccer Australia cor- 
rectly overturned, and also precip- 
itated a stakeholder examination 
of the board of Soccer Australia 
which ended in a bizarre twist with 
the replacement of Tony 
Labbozzetta by Ian Knop, but the 
Tetention of a Soccer Australia 
board principally still at odds with 
Canberra’s inclusion. 

Tt is also ironic that in the week 
of the expulsion a representative 
Canberra Rocket's side defeated a 
NSW Select Eleven by three goals 
to one in Canberra. 

The irony is further compound- 
ed when one considers that up to 
the date of the expulsion of

his will most probably be Steve Horvat’s 
Ts Socceroos campaign, A last hurray 

for the central defender that might just 
elevate him on to the World Cup stage in Japan 
and South Korea next year for a final, dazzling 
dance with football fame. 

Having played overseas, Horvat returned to 
the Melbourne Knights last season, After a suc- 
cessful stint at Hajduk Split in the Croatian 
league, he tried to get into the English Premier 
League but an inability to secure a work permit 
cost him transfers to West Ham United, Crystal 
Palace and Fulham. 

He returned to Australia and joined Carlton in 
the NSL ‘in 1997. When the Blues folded last 
December, he returned to his old club 
Melbourne Knights, together with Lubo 
Lapsansky, now with Parramatta Power, and 
Andrew Marth, now player-coach at the 
: Knights. Horvat has signed for two more sea- 

sons with the Knights. 

Horvat will never forget the debacle against 
Tran four years ago, The Socceroos drew 1-1 
away. The Iran goal appeared to come from a 
defensive misunderstanding, but all the same, a 
0-0 draw would have seen the Socceroos 

~ through, 

At the MCG, Australia was coasting 2-0 up, 
until Iran scored and then equalised. It went to 


France for the 1998 World Cup, Horvat was 
again part of a defensive mix-up, that allowed 
forward Kodak Azizi to beat the offside trap 
and round Bosnich to score. 

Although Horvat was widely criticised, video 
replays attest Alex Tobin called for his defend- 
ers to step up and when they did, aa went 
through. 

Horvat wants to erase those memories and be 
part of the Australian team to win qualification 
only for the second time since 1974. Also, being 
the only Australian based player in the squad 
has given him added incentive. 

Horvat also played for the Socceroos during 
the Confederations Cup last June and he cap- 
tained the national side against Japan for the 
Asia-Oceania Challenge Cup last August, when 
Australia lost 3-0 in torrential rain. 

Now the quietly spoken defender may be 
booting up for Australia once again and he is 
full of anticipation. 

“It’s exciting to be part of it. I spoke to Frank 
(Farina) a number of months ago and he said it 
wasn’t a.concern that I was playing in Australia 
and that put my mind at ease,” Horvat said. 

“He told me as long as I performed at the 
level he expected from me, I'd be in his mind 
for selection. That was a good indication. He’s 
obviously happy with the way I’ve been going 
and captaining the team a few months back was 
a big plus,” he said. 

He rates the match against the World and 
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European champion France as an important 
lead-up to the main event. 

“It will be a fantastic lead-up, especially if 
they bring a few of their main players. Even if a 
few players miss out, they’ ve got so much depth 
now it’s frightening. So for us, it’s perfect, it’s 
ideal.” 

Horvat realises qualification won't be easy. 
Any South American team won't be a pushover, 
even if it is the fifth-best nation. 

“It’s going to be difficult without a doubt, 
going to South America. A lot of us have done 
it many times, whether it be Argentina (1993) or 
other places. It’s always hostile. They’re never 
too friendly and it will be as difficult as the last 
campaign. But hopefully, we’ve got a bit more 
quality and a bit more experience this time 
around to get us through,” Horvat said. 

Having beaten Brazil and France during the 
Confederations Cup (both 1-0) must give the 
Socceroos heart and confidence in their abili- 
ties, although this time around the stakes will be 
just that much higher and the game that much 
cut-throat. 

“Tt does (give confidence), but when you’re 
playing a World Cup qualifier it’s a different 
game altogether. Those (Confederation Cup) 
games were important, but a World Cup qualifi- 
er is a lot different. It’s do or die. There’s no 
tomorrow,” Horvat said.

and that the first leg of the Oceania/COM- 
NEBOL playoff between Australia and 
the Sth-best nation in South America must 
be played here, at a time of our choosing. 

We are outraged at the treatment that 
FIFA is showing towards our continent. It 
is unfair to prevent certain players from 
playing for national teams, when the date 
that the game is to be played falls in a 
week that FIFA has dedicated to such 
international fixtures, The players in ques- 
tion, both French and Australian, have no 
Scheduled games for their clubs at that 
time, and will not be missing any compet- 
itive matches. Not to mention that the 
Australia ys France match on November 
Ith is the longest-standing fixture listed 
in the “upcoming A internationals” on 
FIFA’s website. It has been there since the 
beginning of this year, Therefore, if these 
‘European clubs had any legitimate con- 
cerns about the match, they should have 
Voiced them at the time the match was 
arranged, and certainly not attempt to stop 
the game going ahead as planned now at 
the last minute, when all the arrangements 
for this friendly match are already in 
place, To act in such a way now can only 
be perceived as destructive, belligerent 
and frivolous in the extreme. 

Not to mention that your “recommen- 


dation” could easily be construed as an 
unfair restriction of a player's freedom to 
gain selection, and thereby pursue his 
career, since a player that is his only 
national player at a club faces no restric- 
tion on selection, while a player at a club 
with three other players from the same 
nation faces competition with three other 
players for places. This is surely arbitrary, 
and would be even if the player knew of 
the rule when they signed, because their 
position is compromised if another player 
from the same country were to sign later. 

Given the trouble that Bosman has 
caused, you'd think that FIFA would think 
twice before bringing up something "that 
can be turned into an employment condi- 
tions issue in Europe by the players’ 
union. : 

Why is it that FIFA constantly show 
such disregard for emerging football 
nations such as Australia? Does FIFA 
only operate to serve the game in Europe, 
and hence favour the requests of European 
clubs only? 

FIFA — Federation Internationale de 
Football Association. Your name clearly 
States that you are a federation of football 
associations, not European clubs! Why 
then does FIFA favour these clubs over its 
member associations? How can FIFA 
claim to be operating ‘for the good of the 
game’ when itis clearly acting in a man- 
ner which will hurt the sport in Australia? 
FIFA are showing blatant disregard for 
two of its members and now ignoring the 
public demands of a third on this issue to 
the temporary advantage of a handful of 
European clubs. And in any case, the pos- 
sible problems experienced by these clubs 
losing players due to international duty 
are entirely of their own making — they 
know the consequences of this, before 
they make these acquisitions, and must be 
prepared to forgo players if required by 
their country. 

When France recently played Chile in 
Chile, FIFA did not intervene and restrict

the number of players who could go from 
each club. How then can it tum around 
and say to Australia and France that they 
Must now restrict their selections to one 
international per club? Chile is generally 
just as remote from Europe as Australia is, 
however FIFA is using double standards, 
vilifying Australia in the process. Just 
because Australia is so far from Europe, 
this does not provide grounds for us to be 
discriminated against in such a way every 
time we wish to play a competitive inter- 
national game in our own country. How 
are we supposed to be able to develop as a 
football nation, if FIFA constantly seeks 
to prevent Australian players from repre- 
senting their country away from Europe? 
Australians yearn to see matches like 
these played on home soil, which will 
surely lift the profile of the game in its 
region, but instead it seems that FIFA has 
no regard for developing football in this 


area. 


Australia is very distant from most of 
the world, we all know this, and as a 
result, it is very hard for our national 
‘coach to select a competitive team most of 
the time. Our strongest team has not 
played together for almost 2 years. Is it 
not reasonable then that Australia be 
allowed to play at least ONE friendly 
match, with 2 full-strength sides involved, 
before the difficult World Cup qualifying 
path that we are faced with? 


And when travelling down such a qual- 
ifying path, surely we are entitled to be 
able to pursue our qualification under 
FIFA guidelines and rules with regard to 
qualification, and not have such rules 
arbitrarily bent or broken to the benefit of 
the nation from the Confederation we are 
competing against, as demanded recently 


by Eugenia Figueredo, President of the 
Uruguay FA. COMNEBOL's apparent 
failure to finish their own qualifying 
schedule by the date set down by you isa 
clear infraction of FIFA rules, and should 
in fact be punished for it." We do not 
deserve to be instead punished for their 
mistakes, and any difficulties caused for 
Uruguay by COMNEBOL’s tardiness is 
not our concern, so we should not be 
forced to adapt to it. Thus, we supporters 
of the game in Australia call on you, as the 
chief representative of the governing body 
of world football, to ensure that Uruguay 
must continue to play its matches accord- 
ing to the schedule established by FIFA 
regulations, NOT to advantage them at 
our expense by allowing them to simply 
ignore this schedule. If Uruguay can't fol- 
low the rules laid down by you in this 
regard, then that is their problem, NOT 
ours.

Meanvitile, the game against France, more 
than ten months in the planning and regarded as 
Australia’s crucial dress rehearsal for the qualify- 
ng bouts, is jumping through more hoops than a 
dog in a circus act.

Australia is scheduled to play its South 
American opponent at the MCG on November 18 
and then fly out to play the away leg on 
November 25, That is if FIFA doesn’t crumble 
under the pressure of the South American 
Confederation and extends the dates to 
November 21 and 28.

It didn’t matter to Udinese that a year earlier, in 
1986, Milutinoyic had coached the host nation Mexico to the 
quarter finals of the World Cup losing eventually to Germany 
in a penalty shoot-out, 

In those days Mexico boasted the services of the great Hugo 
Sanchez but nevertheless a lot of their eredit goes to 
Milutinoyic.

In 1998 Milutinoyic moved from North and Central 
America and went to Africa and in particular Nigeria, Itwas his 
fourth, and perhaps most controversial, World Cup. Nigeria 
under him played an exiting brand of football in Brance 98 but 
just prior to his arrival it seemed liked a team hellbent on self 
destruction, 

‘The team with the likes of Okocha beat Spain but lost out to 
Denmark in the Round of 16. He wasn’t well liked in Nigeria, 
travelled with his own bodyguards and \yould never stay in 
Lagos. 

From Attica to Asia and in particular China, He was criti- 
cised in China by even his own players - sttiker Hao Hadong 
Said he was only a modest coached. 

The Chinese didn’t like him because he wasn't punctual to 
press conferences, would hide when their national anthem was 
on and his training style was nicknamed ‘happy soccer’. 

However, in 2002 China will be in their first ever World Cup 
and! Milutinovic will be at the helm, The Chinese cannot get 
enough of him now and players such as Crystal Palace's, Fan 
Zhiyi, ate publicly saying he is a genius. 

Like Costa Rica in 1990, China in 2002 will bein their 
maiden World Cup but their coach will be in’his filth, Today 
Milutinoyic can have the last laugh as his value is approxi- 
mately $A 2 million per year plus prizemoney.
